TJifiv 
grow out separately from the general 
hairy mass over the superciliary ridges. 


Darwin notes as a significant fact that 


the palms of the hands ami the soles of 
the fout or t:i;in are quire naked of hairs, 
like the inferior surfaces of all four «s- 
tremiiies iu most of the lower animal?.
